Hope  you’re  well.  I’m  very  excited  to  let  you  know  about  a new  project  that  the  Councilmember  is  working  on  in  partnership  with  the  Flintridge  Center 
and  Chrysalis  to  bring  the  Real  Change  Movement  to  Los  Angeles.  Homelessness  and  panhandling  are  part  of  everyday  life  in  DTLA  and  we  are 
always  looking  at  innovative  ways  to  tackle  this  issue. 

Homeless  Donation  Meters  are  an  exciting  new  project  coming  to  Downtown  Los  Angeles  that  will  provide  our  residents  with  the  ability  to  give  back  to 
the  homeless  community  and  initiatives.  Homeless  Donation  Meters  re-brand  traditional  parking  meters  into  “donation  meters"  that  will  allow  pedestrians 
to  donate  money  via  coin,  cash  and  credit/ATM  cards. 

Homeless  Donation  Meters  not  only  are  an  effective  way  to  raise  funds  for  an  important  issue  in  Downtown  Los  Angeles,  but  they  will  also  serve  as  a 
tool  to  educate  our  community  about  homelessness  and  homeless  issues.  Meters  raise  awareness  of  the  impediments  to  panhandling  in  Downtown  Los 
Angeles.  Often  times  giving  monetary  donations  to  panhandlers  only  contributes  to  supporting  drug  and  alcohol  addictions  and  more  aggressive 
panhandling. 

This  is  where  you  come  in!  We  have  secured  12  meters  to  kick  off  our  DTLA  Pilot!  We  are  looking  for  private  property  owners  that  would  like  to  place 
a meter  on  their  property  and  be  part  of  our  Real  Change  Movement  LA.  There  are  two  options: 

1.  Approving  the  placement  of  a meter  on  your  property  and  having  another  business  sponsor  your  meter  (includes  a plaque  with  the 
other  business’  name) 

2.  Approving  the  placement  of  a meter  on  your  property  AND  sponsoring  your  own  meter  with  your  name  on  the  plaque 

I’m  happy  to  provide  more  information.  Sponsorship  of  a meter  is  on  an  annual  basis  with  a kick  starter  amount  of  $5,000  and  an  annual  renewal  of 
$3,000.  Please  let  me  know  if  you’re  interested!  We’re  really  excited  to  bring  this  project  to  DTLA  and  very  excited  to  partner  with  you.
